the World, acting on drders 
from headquarters at Virginia, to 
mobilize there on a campaign of 
destruction of some of the largest 
lumber mills in the world, are mov- 
ing tonight through the wilderness 
to the centra) point, after having 
broken up, assimilated or dispersed 
700 woodsmen employed in five 
camps of the International Falls 


So far no bloodshed has been re- 
ported, but grave fears are felt that 
murder and riot’ will follow tomor- 
row, When the rapidly increasing 
army reaches Virginia, where the 
immense plants of the International 
Lumber Company are located. 

E. W. Backus of the International 
Falls Lumber Company, foresee ing 
trouble, called on Gov. Burnquist at 
St. Paul today to ask for help and 
the presumption is that he would 
have the National Guard ordered 
out. The Governor will not meet 
Backus until tomorrow. There is 
only one Minnesota regiment back 
from the border, the Third, com- 
posed mostly of husky woodsmen 
from the north country, who could 
be mobilized in a day’s notice for 
service on the . The matter 
of calling out the militia will be dis- 
cussed today.

While the band of 200 scattered 
woodsmen,are spending the night in 
the timber the army of strikers, 
headed by the LW.W. ataff of agi- 
tators, are on their way to the mo- 
bilization point at Virginia. They 
left a battalion of men at Gemmell 
to keep the timber jacks away from 
camp. At midnight the moving 
Gemmell contingent changed cars 
at Bemidji and transferred to the 
Great Northern to proceed to Grand 
Rapids, which point is expected to 
be reached at 6:40 a.m. Wednesday. 
If trouble does not arise on the ex- 
pedition the army expects to leave 
Grand Rapids at 7 a.m., on a stub 
line of the Great Northern known 
as the “Merry Widow,” reaching 
Hibbing at 9 a From there they 
intend to entrain for Virginia, about 
two hours distant from Hibbing. 
As the LW.W. army is moving to- 
ward the central int at the com- 
mand of “Timberbeast” Jack Bea- 
ton, woodsmen organizer, it is un-

SPECIAL TRAINS. 


While special trains of 
sheriffs are speeding toward  Vir- 
ginia tonight from all parts of the 
iron range, trouble has broken out. 
in other camps and Virginia is ex- 
pected to be the scene tomorrow of 
wild demonstrations. of 
past events on the range and con- 
victions that have followed for mur- 
der during the last few weeks, it is 
hard to believe that there will not 
be bloodshed at Virginia tomorrow.

ONDON, Jan. 1.—Fron Riga to 
the Black Sea battles are in 
progress on the east front, 

In the Rumanian sone, which 
forms the southern and most im- 
portant area of the vast battie- 
ground, the defenders have been 
swépt further back toward the 
Sereth line. Focsani, according to 
Russian reports, is now almost with- 
‘in range of the German guns, \ 
main German Ninth Army, under 
Falkenhayn, has reached a point. 
half way between Rimnicu-Sarat 
and Focsani,” while the left wing, 
under Delminsingen, has captured 
two villages in the Gabala Valley, 
about twelve miles west of Focsani. 

The offensive along the Moldavian 
frontier, begun several days ago by 
Von Gerck, has spread northward 
to Bekas Pass. The Avustro-Hun- 
Sarian armies on this front have 
passed the Moldavian border and 
are slowly driving the Rumanians 
out of the mountains toward the 
Sereth plain. Petrograd tells of 
the repulse of heavy attacks near 
Bekas *BStation at the end-of the 
railroad from Bacen; around Co- 
tumba, on the Trotus River and the 
Grymes Pass railway; and in the 
Oltuz Valley, where a Russian re- 
tirement is admitted. 

DANGER. 

An even more dangerous situation 
is revealed by the Russian statement 
on the Casin Valley fightihig. Here 
the Rum ns are making a stand

In this 
sector the defenders are fighting 
with their backs to the Sereth River 
and thelr communications threat-, 
ened the Focsani army.

Braila is now practically invested 
on the south and east. Today's 
statements show that the Germans 
on the west are only about twelve 
miles from that town.

Germany and her allies will de- 
mand the retention of no conquered 
territory beyond a small amount for 
the correction of boundary lines for 
which territorial compensation will 
be given elsewhere. 

This is the substance of the offi- 
clal German view communicated to 
the United States for the guidance 
of President Wilson in taking such 
further steps as he deems warrantee 
in the direction of bringing about a 
peace conference. Advised of. the 
German attitude, Mr. Wilson will 
await the Allies’ reply to his peace 
appeal before deciding whether 
there appears to a for 
further negotiation. 

THE GERMAN TERMS. 

With the additional details ob- 
tained from official sources, the Ger- 
man peace terms may now be out- 
lined thus: 

(1.) Restoration of Belgium as an 
independent sovereign state on con- 
dition that neither its frontier fior 
Antwerp shall be fortified. 

(2.) Reparation for Belgium by 
Germany, reparation for Greece by 
the Allies and reparation for Ger- 
many and Austria by Russia to com- 
pensate for damages occasioned by 
the invasion of East Prussia and 
Galicia. 

(3.) Restoration of Serbia and 
Montenegro as one , independent 
sovereign state, under a ruling fam- 
ily other than the Karageorgevitch 
dynasty of Serbia. 

(4.) Restoration of ¢ Rumania, 
providing Rumania cedes to Hun- 

ry and Bulgaria a strip along her 
western boundary which together 
with a strip from Northeastern Ser- 
bia will constitute a connecting link 
between the Austro-Hungarian em- 
pire and Bulgaria. This will solidity

Germany believes these not 
only fair, but extremely moderate 
terms.

The German government contends 
that the Allies cannot object to the 
creation of independent kingdoms in 
Poland and Lithuania, particularily 
as Russia has promised the Pole 
autonomy.

WILSON WILL NOT SEEK 


PEACE ENTENTE 


After Lengthy Discussion with Senator Stone Concern- — 
ing Foreign Relations if was Decided to Have Congress 
Pass Resolution Declaring President’s Move Expressed 


Attitude of United States.

ASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—Presi- 
/ dent Wilson late today went 
to the Capitol and spent an 


hour discussing the country’s for- 
eign affairs with Senator Stone, 
chairman of the Foreign Relations 
Committee. Their talk covered 4 
wide range, but it Is understood 
much of the time was devoted to 
the sithation growing out of the un- 
favotable Entente reply to the peace 
proppsals of She Central Powers. 
Aside from transmitting the En- 
tente note to Germany and her Al- 
lies, the United States will take no 
further formal action in the peace 
movement, at least, until the En- 
tente governments have reniied to 
the communication of President 
Wilson addressed to them. If the 
note to the Teutonic nations had 
heen forwarded tonight the State 


Department did not disclose . the 


fact. 
fable reports from Paris an- 
nouncing that the Entente answer to 


President Wilson had been prepared| 


and would be the same in effect as 
that to the belligerents, did not 
increase hope here for a favorable 
outcome of the negotiations.

AMERKAN SENTIMENT. 

So far as could be learned, the 
President, during his visit today te 
Senator Stone, sought no action 
from Congress relating to the peace 
movement. Afterward, however. it 
was learned administration leaders 
in the Senate were preparing to 
sound sentiment on resolutions in- 
troduced jast before the holiday 
adjournment, which would declare 
it to be e sense of the Senate 
that the action of the President in 
addressing his note to the belliger- 
ent powers represented the “over- 
whelming public sentiment ané4 
earnest desires of the .people of the 
United States.” 

Senator Hitchcock submitted two 
resolutions on the subject on suc- 
cessive days, one of which was re- 
ferred’ to the Committee on Foreign 
Relations. and the other permitted 
to Ile on the Senate table, where it 
is in order to be called up for ac- 
tion tomorrow. It is understood the 
President would like to have it as. 
sured the resolution if pressed would 
not be rejected. 

Senator Stone tont¢ent conferre4 
with Senator Hitchcock regarding 
the resolution now on the table 
and urged him to 18k tomorrow that 
it lie over for a day in order that 
there might be a confererce of Sen- 
ators on both sides of the chamber 
regarding it. When it was first 


proposed Senator Borah of Idaho 
objected to its immediate consider- 
ation on the ground it was too im- 
portant a matter be dealt with 
hastily.

TO CONFER .WITH STONE. 


Senator Stone frankly stated ‘hat 
he was heartily in favor of adopt- 
ing the resolution and friends of the 
President generaliy_ beit*ved an of- 
ficial indorsement of his action from 
the Senate would be advisable.

It was stated emphatically that tn 
making this move the United States 
had no intention of urging neutral 
nations to act, or to set on foot a 
movement for an Entente of neutr 
nations, 

TO CLEAR ATMOSPHERE. 


In explanation of this point, it 
was stated the primary purpose of 
the President’s note to the bel- 
ligerents was to clear the osphere 
on the big question relatthe to the 
war and that in this connection the 
American overnment thoughf it 
would be heipful if the opinion of 
neutrals as well as the belligerents 
were explained. 

It was reiterated President Wilson 
and Secretary Lansing did not look 
upon the American note to the bel- 
ligerents primaarily as 4 peace note. 
One reason for interest In the atti- 
tude of other neutrals is the realiza- 
tion. while the United States will 
act alone if it finds it necessary later 
to take any drastic action in defense

SINGLE-TAXER . 
SEIZES COUNTY. 


Takes of Culver 
and Moves its Seat. 


Before Appeal from Decision 
Could be Filed. 


(BY DIRECT WIRD—EXCIASIVE DISPATCH.) 
CULVER (Or.) Jan. 1.—As a cli- 
max to a bitter county-seat fight, 


headed by William 8. U’Ren, Port- 
land's original single taxer, a mob 
of about seventy-five people from 
Madras swooped down on Culver 
today, and, with a large number of 
automobiles, sieds and other vehi- 
cles,, proceeded promiscuously to 
pile the county property, consisting 
of books, records, papers and furni- 
ture in said vehicles and carted the 
same to Madras. A recent order by 
Judge Duffy of the Circuit Court fol- 
lowing an election on the county- 
seat question, had transferred the 
county seat from Culver to Madras. 

They cleaned every office except 
those of the County Superintendent, 
the Sheriff and the District Attor- 
ney. They had the office of Sheriff 
Black partly stripped when he ar- 
rived upon the scene and prevented 
them from taking the safe or the 
current assessment rolls. The in- 
coming Sheriff had not hie bond ap- 
proved and had not assumed the 
office of Sheriff, and none of the 
other incoming officers had been ap- 
proved by the County Court.

PLAY THAT FASCINATES. 


“GARDEN OF ALLAH” PLEASES 
AT THE MASON. 


By Henry Christeen Warnack. 

For many reasons “The Garden 
of Allah,”’ a dramatization of Rob- 
ert Hichens’s novel of that name, 
makes an exceptional offering at 


the Mason this week. Its atmos- 
phere is colorful And romantic and 
has about it the mystery of a 
strange and fascinating land, even 
North Africa and the desert of the 
Sahara, 

As a play ites weakness f& its 
strength. In its human note it is 
disappointing, but the pain of the 
heart at renunciation always reacts 
in spiritual exaltation. 

Every person instinctively rebels 
at the surrender of the natural. 
Perhaps no one sees anything to be 
gained by the return of a fleeing 
monk after he has contracted a 
happy marriage. Having broken the 
vows of his order, I, personally, can 
see no logic or virtue in having him 
also break the vows of his marriage 
and the heart of his wife, especially 
at the threshold of that miracle of 
all life, the birth of their child. 

To me this situation is peculiarly 
strained and unnatural, and I can 
only account for it on three grounds, 
namely that the author predicates 
the sin of the priest as self-evident 
and self-condemning. with the will 
of man set against the. will of God 
and the heart's doors barred to the 
Holy Ghost; that peace could re- 
turn to him only through peniténce 
and renunciation, and that nothing 
else counted in the mind of the au- 
thor excepting the struggle of this 
man with his soul. 

For my part this reasoning is 
faulty and the sop to conscience 
only selfishness. It amounts to’ 
spiritual vanity when everybody and 
everything is sacrificed to re-estab- 
lish one person in grace, especially 
when that grace, under the circum- 
stances. is debatable, if not ficti- 
tious. Having left the monastery 
and its sacred obligations. and as- 
sumed the equally-sacred obligation 
of marriage, it seems to me he 
should have stuck to the new bar- 
gain, Which might, after all have 
been the greater penace and the 
nobler sacrifice.
